soon. The state of Ohio at the pres- 
ent time has no official flag. The de- 
sign that it is the intension tu adi.pl 
is the work of John Eisenuiann. ar- 
chitect of the Ohio build in* at tin- 
Pan American expusition. It is the 
choice of S. L. Pa.terson, W. S. Mc- 
Kinnou and C. L. Swam, the Ohio 
commissioners of the exposition, and 
was adopted by them for use at the 
Buffalo show. 


The flag is to hare three red and 


two white horizontal .stripes: the 
union of the flag will ite IT Sve-point- 
ed white stars on a blue triangular 
field, the base of which will be the ver- 
tical or staff end. The stars ate 
grouped around a red disk, superim- 
posed upon a white "O."' 
The symbolism is as follows: 
The 


triangles formed by the main lines; 
of the Hag represent the hills and val- 
leys, as typiued by the state seal. The J 
live stripes stand for tke live slates 
carved out of the Northwest territory. 
The stars indicating the 13 origin-il 
states of the union, are grouped about 
circle, which represents the original 
Northwest territory, and that Ohio 
was the seventeenth state admitted 
into the union, is shown by adding 
lour additional stars. The white circle 
with its red center not only repre- 
sents the initial letter of Ohio, but is 
suggestive of its being the -'Buckeye" 
state . The proportions and symme- 
try of the flag are such that it may be 
shown in any position without effect- 
ing its syu:bo!ism.

Generals Louis Botha and De Wet the 
Boer honors of the war. In some re- 
spects he has mortr than equaled the 
eipluits of L>e Wet. though be has con- 
tsneil himself to his own district, the 
wc-steru Trausvaal. which he knows 
thoroughly, bis farm being in that quar- 
ter. The district near Liehteaberjr, in 
which he has maintained himself, ia 
one of the spheres still marked as 
showing the greatest Boer activity. It 
is computed that he can, at a few 
hours' nonce, concentrate 2,000 well 
mounted men. He has been able to 
draw supplies from the country across 
the railway line running from Kimber- 
ley to Slafekliig and. as was shown by 
his recent capture of a convoy near 
Kierksdorp. swoops down upon detach- 
ed parties of British troops paiyinff 
from one to another of the towns held 
by permanent garrisons. 


After the tight at Modder river Lord 


Mcthuen was compelled to call ft halt, 
but in ten days* time pressed forward 
again, only to meet in the disastrous 
"black week" of December. 1889. which 
chronicled Strom berg and ColenBo IB 
other fields of the campaign, his Wa- 
terloo at Magercfontein. Here the fa- 
mous Black Watch was mown down, 
with Colonel Wanchope among them. 
It was currently reported that many of 
Methuen's chief officers endeavored to 
di^nade him. from the course he was 
following. Colonel Wauchope on the 
eve of the battle wrote that he must 
obey or surrender his sword. The re- 
monstrances of Colonel (now General) 
Arthur Paget culminated ia that offi- 
cer being obliged to return home to ap- 
peal against his commanding officer's 
headstrong instructions. The bloody re- 
puise of Masrersfontein seemed to bate 
momentarily stunned Lord Methuen. 
His dispatches gave signs of a feeling 
of complete helplessness, and there 
were stories that he was mentally un- 
balanced. though these were discred- 
ited and denied in England. 


There wa« much comment, however, 


on his being retained in command by 
Lord Roberts when the commander in 
chief arrived on the scene. He was 
"eft in charge of the troops on the 
Kiinberley-Mafeking line and along the 
Va:ii river border, wcile Roberts and 
Kitchener moved obliqneiy to Bloem- 
fonteiii. and since thea -e has been 
actively engaged iu sweeping the coun- 
try. but without being caLed upon to 
undertake any very important iisove- 
aient.
